The wide 
fire box and tubular boiler will be car- 
ried to the limit of human ability to 
manage it 
This will give place to the 


•water txibe boiler, especially BO for 
hjgh speeds. 
AJrca3y bright minds 


are employed in designing a boiler of 
this description which can be placed 
on our arrangement of cylinders, un- 
derframing, .wheels and machinery, a 
system that Trill give three times the 
heating surface 
for an equivalent 


weight Higher pressures will then be 
common, and we all may live to see 
triple and even quadruple expansion 
locomotives almost noiselessly per- 
forming their work. High speeds will 
be used for all trains carrying baman 
freight, but long and heavy express 
trains will bo bandied with facility by 
the Improved Wgb pressure compound 
loconiotives of that period. The load- 
ing gauge of onr trunk lines will aot 
prevent doubling or eveii trebling the 
power of locomotives for freight traf- 
fic. Double bogie engines similar to 1 
those nsed abroad, "but on tae Ameri- 
can idea, wilt be employed, thus re- 
ducing it to an almost perpetual op- 
erating machine, any part of which can 
be removed in a short time aad a 
duplicate substituted.

Unlike pemniican 
and some other compressed foods, 
there is nothing at all unpleasant in its 
appearance, tbe Inventor says, and it is 
not unpalatable. 


Her story of how she came to inter- 


est herself in the matter Is interesting. 
Mrs. Ferson is a graduate of Vassar 
and prior to coming to Chicago resided 
at Council Bluffs, Ia. 


"My attention vrns first directed to 


the subject last July," she said, "when 
1 read of the purpose of tlie govern- 
ment to experiment with an emergency 
ration. I scarcely know what put the 
suggestion in my head, but it suddenly 
occurred to me one day v.'liy not use 
tbe old standard army ration, pork aud 
beans, and immediately I became inter- 
ested in the matter.

Grace Osbornc, who is the professor of 
hygiene in the Woman's Metlica! col- 
lege here in Chicago, was not at first 
disposed to take me seriously, 2S wsre 
other of my friends, and this, instead of 
dampening my ardor, determined roe to 
try and see what I could do In the mat- 
ter. My sister finally interested herself 
in the subject, and we worked together 
experimenting several months.

"When this had been done, I went to 


General Wheeler, who was then sta- 
tioned in Chicago, and showed him 
tbe food. 
He was impressed favora- 


bly with it an<3 took me into the office 
of Colonel Alexander, the head of tho 
commissary department, and after he 
had examined tlie cake expressed him- 
self greatly pleased with it and urged 
me to submit it for trial at tbe tests 
to be made by the war department on 
an emergency ration in tho Indian. Ter- 
ritory in the fell* I had not secured a 
patent on the food, however, and be- 
fore I had done this it was too late to 
enter the lists. I have-been given to 
understand, however, the food selected 
at that test has not proved satisfac- 
tory, nnd tlie war department has 
promised to give my food a triaL 


"While Lieutenant Baldwin was ia 


Chicago I submitted tlie food to him, 
and, while he expressed himself favor- 
ably concerning it, ho did nothing un- 
til a few days ago, when I received an 
order for 30,000 pounds. I also have 
received a communication from the 
Japanese consul at Chicago asking me 
in behalf of his government for terms 
for the food by the ton. The Russian 
government has also made inquiries 
concerning it."

Peculiar Disease ICilllnB Many In 


Virginia. 


A. peculiar affliction has affected the 


thousands of Virginia crows that make 
tlieir home at Arlington and whicu By 
over Washington every morning oa 
their way to the feeding grounds on 
the banks of the Pototaac, says tbe St.

ences between the American colonists 
aisd Great Britain which led to the 
Revolution, lie says:

constitution;'.! ideas/This was a natural

institutions 


necessitated by the new conditions in 
•which the colonists were placed. To 
tiiu people of England representative 
government meant the representation 
of the classes. Representation accord- 
ins to population was a new idea born 
of colonial conditions. When the coio- 
Bist spoke of 'no taxation without rep- 
resetilation.' lie meant that taxes ought 
to be k'Vlfil only by .a legislative body 
in \vhieh was seated a person known 
and voteii for by tlie person JKSCJ!." 


After telling t)»i Filipinos of the 


strupjrk's of the united -Stales to»ac- 
quiru territory now a part of the coun- 
try General MacArthur says, 'The re- 
maining territorial expansion of the 
United Slaws was tlie result of the 
war with Spain in 1SOS."

FOR A NEW STEEL PLANT. 


Uctirr C. Frlck Interested In Enter- 


" l>ri«e at PnuJslJoro,• K, J. 


It became known at P.iulsboro, N. X, 


the other day that the purchase of a 
tract of farm land of 050 acres fronting 
on Mantua creek is in the iute'rest of ft 
syndicate headed by Henry G. Morse, 
president of the New York Shipbuild- 
ing company of Canideii, N. J., which 
Iu to build thereon an. immense steel 
plant which will, when completed, em- 
ploy 2,000 operatives, says the New 
York World; The'opHous on the lands 
expired recently, and the deal was 
completed. 


The prime mover,in the big eater- 


prise is Henry C. Frick, who Is ac- 
kajwledged to be. one of the heaviest 
"stockholders in the New 1'orfc Ship- 
building company and Its virtual back- 
er. A. W. Mellon and Johii A. Potter, 
old Carnegie company' men, are with 
Friek in the deal. 


The site selected is admirably adapt- 


ed to the needs of the projected enter- 
prise. It is located near the Delaware 
river and such a short distance .from 
the plant of tlie shipbuilding company 
that the shipment of material for build- 
Ing vessels would be reduce'.! to a 
tr-fliug consideration. Its proximity to 
tide water, moreover, affords ample 
facility for the transportation of raw 
material, and the laud has been bought 
at such a low figure as to make ilse 
first cost comparatively trifling. 


JIanluil creek, which runs along the 


entire frontage of the laau, hns re- 
eeutly boon widened and straightened 
from Paulsboro to ttio junctTire of the 
creek with the Delaware river. This 
was done at government expense-, and 
so an ideal waterway for the location 
o? auy manufacturing plant has been 
provided.

Although he ai'.d Mr. Morgan were stran- 
gers a year ago, when Mr. Dawkins' 
appointment was made, the offer of a 
place in the Morgan firm was made to 
him, auci this offer was kept open for 
him until some one could be found to 
take his place under the government.

•the United" States is divided, §150,000,- 
000 of the reserve fund for the redemp- 
tion of tie United States und treasury 
notes «nd $283,000,000 for tbe redemp- 
tion of gold certificates, residuaries and 
the genesa,! fund. This gold has come 
Into the treasury through tlie normal 
receipts of the government from Cus- 
toms, internal reyentie and miscella- 
neous receipts. 


The bullion which has come from 


Alasto and the Klondike generally and 
gold imported frc™ Australia figure in 
the genenil result and indicate.jtlie 
sources of supply. The consequence is 
that the treasury holds not a very large 
volume in paper money of. any kind 
other than gold notes and certificates.
